It 
is, in fact, nothing less than one of the 
shoots of the Caucasian stock, which, from the 
ginning of history, have formed the rudiments of 
nations. This may seem, at first glance, a little 
far-fetched; but a second and narrower glance will 
vindicate its justness.

It is the cen- 
tral and controlling force of humanity. It kin- 
dles the aspirations, intpels the progress, and 
-hapes^he destinies of mankind. Sovereign 
in all it« relations, it is the germ and quick- 
ening principle of nations. It is, indeed, the 
indispensable condition of national growth. There 
can be no such thing as a nation without it. The 
aboriginal or quasi-aboriginal races are of them- 
selves everywhere positively incapable of rising to 
the dignity of nationalness. Beyond certain very 
contracted limits, they are as helpless as oysters or 
polyps. A nation can no more spring up sponta- 
ly out of these inferior races than a tree can 
up spontaneously out of the earth. In either 
case a germinal principle is essential, and in the 
former it is supplied only by the white race. 

That race, however, is always ready to supply na- 
tional cuttings. It is prolific and exhaustless. In 
all quarters and ages of the world it has pro|>agatcd 
nations, and everywhere by substantially the same 
process. It put* forth a band of hardy spirits, the 
shoot of its own vigorous stock, that, in any given 
locality, mingles with the native races, supplants or 
subdues them, and, in the course of time, by the 
sheer force of its imperishable vitality, grows into 
a nation. The process is hardly less marvellou; 
than the result, but it is nevertheless incontroverti- 
ble. Both history and tradition attest its reality 
In this manner the splendid nations of antiquity 
arose, as also the great nations of modern time 
It is the invariable process of national growth. It 
is the law of public development. The idea of a 
nation's resulting from a voluntary contract be- 
tween the members of a single inferior race is utter 
ly fanciful. Such a phenomenon never existed, ex 
■•[>: in the brains of theorists. It is a moral impos- 
sibility. A nation ts the result of the opposition an 
contilet of races. A superior and an inferior, or, 
which is the same thing, a conquering and a con 
'iuere<l^ce. are all but as necessary to its forma, 
tion Jfmt ego and non-fgo of the metaphysicians 
are to an act of consciousness. They constitute the 
i ondition of its origin and growth. 

In compliance with this law, we ourselves have 
grown into a nation, and we see it forcibly illus- 
tr.-ted at the present moment by struggling com 
munitles on every hand— in India, in Southern 
Africa, in Australasia, in South America, in lb*.

Orleans Picayune, of last Wednesday, has the fol- 
lowing details of news from Nicaragua, received 
by the steamship Texas: 

Col. Lockridge had been waiting for reinforce- 
ments and guns, which he had received; ami on the 
«th he attacked the enemy on the San Juan river, 
at the point at the mouth, where, after a sharp en- 
gagement with 300 of the enemy, mostly Costa Ri- 
cans, he succeeded in routing them and taking pos- 
session of the point. The enemy fled in all direc- 
tions. Some jumjied into the river, and others tied 
to the woods. Loss of the enemy about 100 killed 
and wounded; that of the Nicaragnan forces four 
killed and one wounded, including Col. Rudler and 
Major Ellis, who were slightly wounded. 

The point thus gained is the most important one 
at the mouth of the Serapiqui river, situated close 
to the others. The enemy still occupied the other 
side, while Col. Lockridge was deterred from attack- 
ing it for want of the means of crossing the river; 
the machinery of the small steamer having given 
out. She was taken to Punta Arenas, repaired, and 
again sent up the river, to assist the troops in taking 
the opposite point. This is an important i>oiut, as 
the enemy have concentrated their river forces here, 
and this "once taken, the others will be easily ac- 
quired. 

The Costa Ricans, at this point, would be in a de- 
cidedly bud fix, in case of defeat, as retreat would 
be difficult, and if at all, thn.ugh almost impenetra- 
ble woods. From the superior position of the Nica- 
ragnan forces, it was exj«cted that at the next 
attack they would completely annihilate the enemy. 
Col. IxKkridge was quite sanguine in the opinion 
that he would have entire possession of the ri\er in 
one week. His whole force was about 480 men. 

The news from Gen. Walker is to the 3d instant. 
That by the Orizaba was important. The enemy 
had again appeared near Rivas. at a place called 
Obntgi, under Gen. Canas. (ien. Walker ordered 
two com|ianies, one of rilles and one of rangers, to 
march against them. After twentv-four hours skir- 
mishing, the enemy retreated, Walker's forces with- 
drawing to Rivas. The loss of the enemy was 
about 100, that of the Nicaraguans 5, including 
Capt. Phinney. 

On the 28th ult., Gen. Henningsen, with a force 
of 400 men, marched against 1,500 of the enemy, 
concentrated at St. George, and succeeded in driving 
them from their position with great slaughter, when 
he received orders to return to Rivas. The loss of 
the enemy was about '200 killed and 400 wounded; 
that of the Nicaraguans 16 killed and 33 wounded, 
including among the latter Col. Jaquess (of New 
Orleans), Maj. Dusenlierrv, and Lieut Steel. 

Walker's whole force is 1.300 men, of whom 1100 
were tit for duty. His troops are in letter health 
thau thev have lieen at any time during the war, 
and are in excellent spirits; and do not doubt their 
ability to conquer any force that can I* brought 
against them. He has ammunition and provisions 
for three months.

A China letter dated the 16th of December, pub- 
lished in the Paris Moniter says that the damage 
sustained by foreign merchants was not so great as 
at first stated. Of the thirteen Furopc.in 
at Chy Hau Kong, five were destroyed, and of the 
eighty foreign factories at Canton twenty-one were 
burned. As soon as the English ships commenced 
firing, the floating population of vagabonds at Can- 
ton rushed into the Chy Hau Kong and pillaged it 
and then set fire to the European stores. The in- 
cendiaries were soon dispersed bv shells from the 
English ships,when the French seamen extinguished 
the fires

Washington, Feb. 24. 

Senate. — The chair laid before the Senate a com 
municatiom from the Secretary of the Treasury 
stating, iu reply to Mr. Wilson's resolution, that 
the laado at Chelsea, Mass., near the Marine Hos- 
pital, have not been sold. 

Mr. Brown introduced a bill to apportion the clerks 
in the several Departments of the Government 
among the States and Territories, according to rep- 
resentation. 

Mr. Wilson presented a memorial from the Cape 
Cod Telegraph Companv, of Mass., asking Congress 
for aid in establishing along the coast of that State 
marine telegraph stations; referred to the committee 
on commerce. 

Mr. Hale moved a reconsideration of the vote by 
which the Senate passed the bill authorizing the 
people of Minnesota to form a constitution and State 
government. 

Mr. Thompson, of Ky., was opposed to the bill, 
because it would bring into the Senate two addi- 
tional Senators against, what he considered, the best 
interests of the country. 

Mr. Douglass hoped the motion would prevail so 
that thev might strike out the amendment re^ti ict- 
in" the rights of suffrage to citizens of the United 
State, so that the bUl might pass as it came from the 
House.

Tan Philosophy or Marine; Coi f k. — A few 
daya ago we nlladed ta a new coffee and tea boiler, 
invented by Dr. Ray, of Indiana. We publish be- 
le v that portion of the Doctor's article on the prepa- 
ration of tea and coffee to which we then alluded. 
There is nothing in the culinary art so difficult as 
that of roistin.? coffee; and perhaps we cannot let- 
ter serve the interests of our readers, who are house- 
keepers, than by publishing it in full. 

We agree with the Doctor in the sentiment, that, 
"although the black servants in the slave States and 
the hired girls in the free States may do the kitchen 
work, yet the good lady of the house is always held 
personally responrible for the quality of the tea and 
coffee serve 1 at her table:" 

Remarks About Roasting Corrar..— A decent cup of 
eoff.-e c annot, by any means, made from coffee that ha* 
been burned in routing. Alcoholic liquors are not no Inju- 
rious to health as burned coffee. When roffee is burned 
hi *rk. an acrid poison is generated which is very injurious 
to the digestive hralltM. and this has produced an imprcs- 
sion upon the minds of imuv that all coffee is unwholesome; 
such, however, is not the faet. Coffee aud tea both, when 
properly made, are as consistent with health as -'milkaud 
mush." If the coffee is burned Mark, the -kin of the grain 
is thus destroyed, and the coffee oil is all expelled during 
the process of roasting. In this case it ought to be throwu 
away, as unfit for use. On the other hand, if the heat is 
so moderate as not to brown the coffee, the skin of the grain 
becomes dr. . splits open, and allows the oil to evaporate 
before the roasting is completed. If, however, the vessel 
is as hot at the beginning as the grain will bear without 
burning, and the temperature is reduced afterwards to a 
jesr degree, so as to require one or two hours in the roast- 
ing, it makes a richer coffee. 

If the roasting is continued after the coffee becomes brit- 
tle, the glue) - ike substances which constitute the skin 
lose tluir water of crystalizatiou, by which the skin be- 
comes dry. contracts, and splits open, and allows the cof- 
fee oil to escape, in the same manner as when the skin has 
been burned by too much heat, or dried in the beginning 
with a temperature too low to cause the albuminous sub- 
stances to coagulate. Hut if the coffee is first washed clean, 
anil it must be washed whether it seems dirty or not, so as 
to saturate the grain with water, and then put, whilst wet, 
into a vessel hot enough to bake bread, the water in the 
grain protects, the grain from burning until the heat coagu- 
lates the glutinous substances of the skin— just as the white 
of an egg coagulates by boiling. Thus the skin of the 
grain is rendered imi>orous, so as to retain the coffee oil in- 
■4a thi' grain. After the water nana to ha dried out of 
the grain, the addition of n little fresh butter prevents the 
skin of the grain from burning or drying until Dm roa. tine 
i« completed. The quantity of butter used should be suf- 
ficient to oil the outside of every grain. 

When the graiu is brittle, the roasting is completed wheth- 
er it is uone rizht or not. 

If the greatest heat was applied in the beginning, and a 
less temperature afterwards; if the graiu was kept oiled 
with butter until the roasting was two-thirds completed, 
and the butter thus used does not remain on tin* surface ot 
the grain; if the color of the grain is a light chestnut 
brown, aud the roasting was stupi>ed us soon as the grain 
'" in." brittle, the coffee is well roasted. 

When coffee is roasted it should be put immediately into 
B bottle or can. and tightly corked, so as to prevent the 
volatile pil from wasting. 

Besides the poisonous character of burned coffee, we 
should bear in mind, that, if but a few grains are burn- 
ed black, they are thus rendered lighter tlian water, 
and cannot, by auy means, be made to .-ettle. An egg 
may partially settle it, but cannot make it clear. 

There are other active prim-ipUs in coffee besides the oil, 
wldch are also volatile, aud liable to be destroyed or waited 
precisely the same as the oil. 

When coffee u well roast -d. and kept after it is roasted, 
nothing more is required la make a luxurious cup of coffee 
than one of Dr. Kay's Coffee Boilers.

Reducin? the duty on Imi>orts, and for other Purpose*. 

Patted House of Representative*. Julu 20, 1»7. 
Be it enacted bv the Senate and House a/' Representa- 
tiresoj'the United Statesuf Americain Coiwrcaa assem- 
bled. That on and after the first day of July, eighteen 
hundred aud lift v -seven, the goods, wares, aud merchan- 
dise mentioned in the Schedule 1, made part hereof, shall 
be exempt from duty, and entitled to free entry. 

SCHEDULE I.

By Mr. Orr. It is the opinion of every member of the 
committee that yon are required to answer the question; 
and if the decision of the Supremo Court i> worth any- 
thing, we are fortified by that. We require yon to answer 
the question. 

Wit new. Hon. Win. A. Gilbert. 

Tbe witness subsequently slated that he did not know 
that he was instructed in so many words to pay the niouey 
to anybody. 

By Mr. Orr. Then it was the understanding that it wa*. 
to be paid to Mr. Gilbert by you* 

Witnes*. That was the understanding at the interview 
to which I liave referred. As I have stated, I was uot called 
on afterwards to pay it to an> Isody. 

And at another stage of the examination he said he had no 
distinct recollection, at this time, of hearing auy other 
mem l)i r. or of hearing Mr.. Gilbert, in the presence of any 
other member, say that they were interested iu the bargain 
to which he had referred. 

B> Mr. I hi vis. Have you any information going to show 
that auy member of Cougre*s has received money or land, 
or oilier valuable consideration, for the vote given hy him

Then I auswer that I have been told by a 
member of OMMM that he received a certain amount for 
bis influence in the jiassage of the Iowa Railroad bill. 
B>' Mr. Orr. Who »a- tin member* 
Xntmrn. Hon. William A. Gilbert 
In reply to the interrogatory, "What was the amount." 
the witness replied, "I do uot know whether he received 
this or not. He said to me that he received HMIHJM 
mill- of hind aud aoiue litUe stock." The negotiation, ac- 
cording to his ituprcssiou, was made with Mr. Chase, an 
ex-member of Congress, from New York. The witness 
wished to state, under oath, that there was no arrange- 
ment between Mr. Gilbert and himself by which he was to 
be iuvulved in the matter. Wliatever connection he "had 
with the matter was entered into iu confidence as a matter 
of accommodation for other parties." In no other way 
than that had he auy interest, except a hat was between the 
Author and himself. 

Mr. Sweeny, the day after the above testimony was giv- 
ing, said "there, was a claim involving a small amouiit of 
mouey pending before one of the Committees of the House, 
which I de.-ired to have favorably reported, aud so stated to 
the member to whom the papers were referred for exami- 
nation.

By Mr. Warner. What was the name of the member? 

Wituess. William W. Welch of Connecticut. 

It Mr. Warner. Ha-ttliat claim been reported* 

Witness. H was reported u|*>n its merits, without any 
other consideration, as I understand. 

By Mr. Warner. What was your reply when Mr. Welch 
stated tlia! it might become necessary to use $uU. 

Witness. I really do uot know that I made any reply, 
or that we even alluded to the subject between ourselves 
afterwards. 

By Mr Warner. There was no money i>aid for rei-ort- 
ing the claims, so far as you know* 

Witness. There has never becu a cent paid, as far as I 
know and believe. 

By Mr. Orr. Did you communicate this to the claimant 
or to any other person* 

Witness. I believe. I never told it to but two individuals 
—one was a member of Congress uud the other a gentle- 
man outside. 

F. F. C. Triplet!, being sworn, said he had "never ap- 
proached any member upon any subject with an improi>er 
proposition." 

By Mr. Orr. Hare you been brought in contact with 
any member in Uiat connection* 

Witness, I have. I suppose there is nobody who knows 
the organization of Congress who exa cts to carry any- 
thing through it merely from love of justice. 

By Mr. orr. Is that Uie general reputation of Con- 
fTess* 

Witness. That is the general reputation of Congress. 
I luring the examination of this wituess in relation to his 
order on the clerk for £14.500, iu the event of the passage 
of a resolution for the purchase of his book, he said he re- 
ceived a message from a member of Congress that he de- 
sired to be introduced to him, aud to see him iu reference 
to this l«ook project. 

Mr. Orr. Was i: your impression wh- n Mr. Sweeney 
made application to you for the writing, that it a as made 
in eou-equence of auything that had passed between him 
aud the member; in other words, that his application was 
based upon an interview with the member* 

Witness. That was my impression; though the member 
never told me so. I dn not kuow that he and I ever had a 
conversation about tlint at all. The truth is, that Mr.

The wituess then tunned William A. Gilbert of New 
York— sayiue "of course I had conversations with other 
i of the House, but thii- was the ouly thing that 
I like a definite understanding with a member." 
The witness further staled that auother member of Con- 
gress had Olivers, d with him about Uie book, "Uie tenor 
of which was based upon the idea of receiving a part" of 
the contract; and he recollected that, on one occasion, the 
member asked him, in the event of their having to dis- 
tribute more mone> than they had contemplated, whether 
InMTripleU) would not do what was right, or something of 

Question by Mr. Orr. What was the name of the mem- 
ber* 

Witness. Dr. Welch, ot Connecticut. 

On Tuesday, Feb. 3, MR, the Hon. W. A. Gilbert ap- 

{tearcd bet ore Uie committee, who informed him that they 
lad adopted the rule of allowing any gentleman who might 
b - implicated to make -neb statements as he might desire 
to make, either under oath or without, at his opUon; but 
the committee would not regard him as a witness. 

Mr. Gilbert replied that, for his own vindication, he 
should prefer to make his statement under oath. 

Hon. W. W. Welch was present during the foregoing 
conversation with Mr. Gilbert, aud was informed that the 
committee would take the same course in respect to him. 

Mr. Welch on th* 4th of February addressed a state- 
ment to the committee, in which he -ays he reported the 
bhl for the relief of Roxana Kimball upon its merits oulv. 
"1 utterly deny," he continues, "that I ever stated to the 
witness Sweeney, or to any other jK-rsou, that it might be 
: any sum of money whatever for Uie pro- 
of such rcqiort." As to Triplett's testimony, he 
at "I never understood from Tripl. tt or auy other 
person that myscil or any other member of Congress 
Vould receive any pecuniary benefit from it whatever. No 
language used by me to Mr. Triplett could have justly im- 
plied such a Ihiug.whateverconslrucUou he might put u)*on 
ft, for I r. pcat no such thing was iu my mind. 1 had seve- 
ral conversations with him upon the subject of his book, 
' no doubt expressed, wtkat I telt, a desire that he might

The Hon. Win. A. Gilbert also appeared before the com- 
railUe oil the same day and submitted a statement under 
oath, in the course of which he says, "No agreement was 
made with me by Mr. Triplett, Sweeney, or any other per- 
sou, whereby 1 was to have, or did e.rpect to have, any 
ben'efit from the passage of the (book) resolution. 1 never 
knew of, or had the remotest idea of, the existence of the 
wriiiim or order until after it was produced before the com-

slit lii.-.-t recollrctinu of ever haviug hsd a conversation 
with him upon that subject, and I know that I uever told 
him I war to have seven square miles, or any other quanti- 
ty of Uud, for my vote. 

"I never stipulated for any quantity of land, or any pe- 
cuniary consideration for my vote ou that or any other 
bill. I have voted u|-on all measures before Congress since 
I have been a member according to the dictates of my judg- 
ment, and uot from motives of personal gain. 

"Soon after theorganlxation of the present House of Rep- 
resentatives, to wit, the fore part of February, I left the 
city and returned home to Jefferson county. New York; 
that while at home 1 was informed that Sweeney was a 
communicative snd mischief-making man, and that I 
would find him so; that after this I had no coufideuce what- 
ever in him, and that my ruTiWBauM in his presence was 
notic.nl and spoken of by mure than one who hoarded »t 
the same house with inc. and were occasionally iu my room. 
I can prove that I was not in the habit of talking with him 
freely, and cautioned others not to do so." &c. 

Hon. Robert T. I'aine, sworn, said, iu auswer to an in- 
terrogatory, that he did know of an effort to procure a 
rote for the passage of a hill petidine before the HoMe,br 
holding out a consideration for the supi>ort of the bill. 
Such a consideration was held out bv the lion. 1'ranei- s. 
IMwards, a representative from the State of New York, to 
him. aud the consideration uairi-d was (LML He then 
proeee'ls to detail the conversation lietween them: and 
that the an.-w.-rs to the interrogatories were inferences 
which he drew. From the conv. r.-atiou, they were such 
M Hi-re impn-ascd ui«>u his mind. 

The Hon. W. Yalk, sworn, said that perhaps ten days 
from the commencement of the Hal session of Con- 
grcrs, .Indge Kdwards asked him how he felt toward the 
Minnesota I.snd bill; to which Mr. Yalk replied that he 
felt hostile to the principle of the bill. As near ao he cub] 
recollect. Judge Kdwards then said he or his brother (he 
could not say whi h) owned considerable land mar where 
the road would pass, and that It would be enhancing the 
ralue of those hinds very much if that bill could have a fa- 
vorable rote. Mr. Yalk replied to him that he would look 
into the merits of the bill, but that he should give it no 
consideration except upon its intrinsic merits; that he 
should vote for or against it as he thought just. 

Hou. Francis S. Kdwards made a statement under oath, 
in the course of which he savs that he had stated to Mr. 
l'a'uiethat he owned lands at I.a Crosse and near Ka Crosse, 
iu connection with his brother, which would be materially 
enhanced iu value if this hill passed; that he had friends 
living in that territory who felt a deep interest in it* pas- 
sage, who bad written to him upon the subject; that, with- 
out this explanation, i; might seem improper that he should 
feel so much anxiety about this bill, but that he had no in- 
ter.-! in it other than the general principle, such as he had 
stated. He did not. in his conversation with Mr. i'aine. 
offer or intend to be understood as offering any sum of 
mouey, either for himself or for any other person or )H-r- 
sons, for hi* vote In tavor of any bill whatever. No pi rsou 
ever solicited him to offeror procure any consideration 
depeudcut upon the passage of this or any oUier bill now 
before Congress. 

James S. I'lke, sworn, said he was one of the writers of 
the New York Tribune, and among other questions Mr. 
Orr propounded the following: 

"Will you now state any hiut or innuendo that may have 
becu thrown out to you by any member of Congress, in 
which you concluded from it that it was his pur]>ose to sub- 
sidize your pen*" 

Witness. To come directly to the point, the only in- 
stance in wliich I remember anything of the sort was a 
case when one of then; railroad bills was before Congress, 
at the lust session. A gentleman said to me: "Vou and 
Har\ey (Harvey is our regular corres|>ondent ; I am 
rather an amateur — I go and come when I please), and a 
few of you clever fellows, must have a section of laud." 
Well. I rather smiled at the suggestion, and made no reply. 
"Well," *aid he, "some of these section are pretty valua- 
ble—worth as much as ten dollars an acre." It was done 
in a jaunting manner, and the thing passed by. I had oc- 
ca*ion fery soon afterwards to comment ou these bUls, and 
expresM-d pny opinion, which was, that they were plunder- 
Wil- schemes, and ought not to pass. I do not kuow of any- 
thing that comes nearer to the ]>oint than that. 

In reply to a question whether it was the impression that 
it was an offer, which, if accepted, would have led to a 
transaction, the wituess said his impression was that it 
meant something. 

Tin- committee unanimously decided that Mr. Pike must 
tell the name of the member, aud he named Orsimus 11. 
Mstteson. 

He thoiuht this was about the time of the passage of the 
Wiscon-iti bill, but be did not know w hether Mr. Mattesoo 
had any interest in thst bill. Mr. Matteson did not name 
any particular bill or location. 
[The testimony i.- so voluminous that the reporter can ou- 
ly glance at It.] 

William C. Johnson, of Ftica, New York, sworn. Said 
he was the iTesideut of the Des Molnea Navigation and 
Railroad Company, of thu State of Iowa. He gave a long 
account of the history of the company; and replied that lie 
had heard rumors but had no knowledge that auy agree- 
ment or arrangement had been entered into by himself or 
auy other member of the romi>any, with any" members of 
Congress, or with any other persons, directly or indirectly, 
for tin- Ix-nefit of any member of Congress, by which such 
members of Congress were to receive any valuable consid- 
eration for their aid iu carrying thruugn a bill for the ben- 
efit of the company. 

By Mr. Orr. Have you received any ronimunicatirm 
from any meintier or members of Congress, or any com- 
munication written, as they allege, by the authorit.v or 
sanctiou of any member or members of Congress, with 
reference to the passage of this bill? 

Wituess. One only, from Orsimus B. Matteson. It was 
signed "O. Bell." It was the hand writing of Mr. Math-sou 
and not denied by him. It was franked by Mr. Matteson 
to Uie witnew. After the existence of the letter became 
public, the witness says, he avoided, as much as |K>s-iblc, 
having intercourse with him. 

Henry A. 1 lauiels, sworn. Says that he resides in Ftica, 
New York, aud produced the following copy of the paper 
referred to: 

[Private] Wariiinhton, July l.">, lfy. 

Drab Sir— The committee in our house have agreed to 
rc;iort your re.-olution iu Minnesota to 272.000 acres, or 
as you wished it, but there is much trouble iu the way. 
Some outsiders make mischief. Are you willing to let your 
fourth of the factory be exit up and xuvtd to carry it 
tliruxii/h, in addition to what Stryker arranged* lean 
have some ageut promise outsiders stock iu a new lactory.

W. C. Johsbon, Esq. 

Hon. Reverdy Johnson (who is the counsel for the Des- 
Moines Navigation aud Railroad Comjiany, of the State of 
Iowa), haviug been sw orn, testified, among other things, 
"that some eight or ten days before the adjournment of the 
first session of the present Congress, while I happened to 
be iu the House of Representatives, Mr. O. B. Matte.-on. of 
New York, aud a member from that. Slate, asked me 
a here tbe president of the lies Moines Company, Mr. 
W. C. Johnson, was. I told him 1 thought he had 
left the city; that I had not seen him fur several da vs. 
He then expressed very great surprise at his haviug left 
the city, and said he must come back; that he was sorrj- to 
tell me, but so was the fact, that there were from twenty to 
thirtj — I am not sure as to numbers— but I aiu sure that it 
was either twenty or thirty members of the House w ho had 
associated themselves together and pledged each to the 
other not to vote for any law or resolution granting money 
in lands, unless they were paid for it. 1 told him I could 
hardly la-lieveit. I thiuk the expression I used, for I was 
indignant, was that it was a "d—d outrage.' Heagreed with 
uie, aud was. as tar as words and maimer were couceriieil. 
as warm iu denouncing it as I was. He said they were a 
set of il— d scoundrels, but there they were, and iioIrxIv 
cowld get auything of this sort through without thciu; that 
Johnson must have here $100,000 to carry this bill," etc. 

John Stryker, of Rome. N. Y., a director aud member 
of the executive committee of the company, testified that 
he nil a draft iu favor of Horace Greeley for ifcl.OUo; it 
was a tetaiuer for counsel aud advice in aid of procuring 
the pass-ige of the bill for the benefit of the company. It 
was to be used entirely in his discretion. The witness, 
three weeks ago, met Mr. Greele\ in New York, aud he 
told him that he had rec -ived the mouey, but that he had 
no personal interest in it. The witness underwent a long 
examination, saying, in reply to a question bv Mr. Davi.-, 
"If the bill had passed the House, Mr. Greeley had power 
to make whatever disposition of it he saw proper. There 
was no limitation whatever upon him. I had confidence in 
him that he would use it properly." It became necessary, 
he further said, that the bill should have the attention of 
some one. as there was no one here to attend to it; Reverd v 
Johusou being absent on account of professional engage- 
ments, or for some cause; the witness wUhed to provide 
that *ome one should be here as agreed. 

misceli.axkovs MMDMirf. 
Hon. Henry J. Raymond, editor of the N. Y. Daily Times, 
te.-iitied that he had no personal knowledge of his own 
"that a corrupt organization of members of Congress and 
certain lobby UM at Washington iias existed siuce early 
in the session of last year." 

The knowledge there asserted was derived from informa- 
tion obtained from other parties. It was no personal 
know!; dge of his own. He had uo personal knowledge of 
any luct or circumstance which would warrant the asser- 
tion. He had only such Information at second-hand as left 
on his mind uo doubt of the facts asserted. It was derived 
in part from the regular correspondent of the Times, Mr. 
Simonton. He hud frequent talk with individuals other 
than Mr. Simonton about such matters, and liad received 
from them at different rimes statements of things. 

To Mr. Raymond's testimony, the committee affix the 
following 

Aote.— The answer of the witnefts to the lost four qitcs. 
tious rendered it unnecessary, iu the opinion of the com- 
mittee, to enforce answers to preceding questions, which 
the witness w.-ie reluctant to answer ou the ground that, in 
doing so, he \TOiild violate confidence with the persons of 
«bom he proteased to have iutormatiou who had reused 
in him. His answers show that he could not. even if he 
violated tin- alleged confidence, state anything himself or 
give the name of any wituess who had any personal 
knowledge of facts that would be material to Uie investi- 
gation. 

James W. Simonton, correspondent of the New York 
Daily Times, sworn: Testified that he did Uot kuow of his 
own knowledge, by lewd evidence, of the existence of any 
such organization. He had heard that there was such an 
organization, and, from evidence conclusive to his owu 
judgment, he had been satisfied that it did exist. Iu the 
course of the examination he spoke about the activity of 
Mr. Chase (ex-member of Congress), iu controlling mem- 
bers. He had seen him call them out, and whispur Confi- 
dentially in the ear of twenty or thirty of them, send them 
back to their seats, and they 'lad voted the reverse of their 
previous vote. This anordod strong conviction to his 
mind, without enabling him t > give legal evidence. Chase 
prof) mi outside to have control of vot<» in-i.i -. 

Mr. Simonton was ask-d thi quesrion: You have stated 
that certain menilie.rs approached you and desired to know 
through you if they could Lot procure mouey for their 
votes upon certain bills. Who were they? 

The witness replied that he could not answer without a 
violation ot confidence; tliau do which he. would rather 
suffer anything. 

Vie, in resi>ouse to another interrogatory, said he was 
not, uor had he been, interested in the Minnesota Land 
bill. But he was offered an Interest in the Michigan bill, 
not by a ri- -ruber of the House, but by M r. G. W. Chaae, 
but decline 1 it for the reason that it was otic with which he 
could honorably liave uo connection. 

G. W. O.-iase, ex-nn inber of Congress from }{ew York, 
te-iitte.l that he could say nuthing about corruption, for he 
knew nothing about auy. 
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ring, the present Congress, to which question he replied he 
had no Interest in the defeat of any bill. He was further 
asked If he was Interested in the Minnesota bill, and re. 
plied that he had taken an interest iu bills and urged their 
passage. Being questioned closely ou this subject, he de- 
nied the rv-bt of the committee (as he was advised by 
MMMW to inquire into his private dealings with persons 
other tlian members ot Congress. He did not kuow of 
corrupt combiuatious; nor did he ever pretend to have con- 
trol over votes of members of Coiigre-s. There win- 
some things he did not recollect, when questioned rclattve 
to them. 

Elijah Kingman, a correspondent of newspapers, knew 
of no corrupt combinations, lie had ouly seen it charged, 
and Uiis had been tin- case for twenty years. 

Daniel Uriel, ,\ -si -taut Fxaminer in the patent Ollice, 
testified that the clerk- therein were assessed two and a 
half i>er cent., but not for any member of Congress. ( 
James Henry applied for the assessment. It. was s n id t,, be 
in iiayment for an agent to explain the matter as au attor- 
ney to members of Congress, in order to secure additional 
comiH-nsation, by a seetiou incorporated iu a bill at the la* t 
session of Congress 

II. li. Babcock, 'superintendent of the House Folding 
Room, testified that he knew nothlii!; about corruption. 

Hamilton Green, ot Buffalo, New York, iu charge of 
what is known as the New York Fire Bill, said he knew 
nothing ot a corrupt combination of members of Congress 
IB that eeunection. 

George Hsrrinrton, having been connected with the 
New York tire bill, did not know of any member, directly 
or Indirectly, interested in it. He had made uo arrange- 
ment with anybody. 

jbRev. Geo. W. Samson designated CJeo. Wood as the cor- 
resjiondeiit of the New York Recorder aud Examiner, or 
New York Baptist, iu which appeared a letter shaking of 
"a tariff of bribes on thirty members of Congres*." 

Mr. Wood testified that he had received his information 
from Gen. Tench Tilghman, of Maryland. 

Gen. Tilghmau was summoned, but it appears that this 
gentleman i Id not come to Washington, owing to sick- 
ness, as certified by his physician. 

Alex. H. Kvans one of the correspondeuts of the New 
York Herald, on being Interrogated, said he kuew nothing 
about corrupt combinations among members. 

Joseph L. Cheater was alike iguorunt of such organiza- 
tions. 

Hugh Tyler, John W. Iloyce, and Cornelius Wendell 
were severally interrogated as to whether corrupt means 
had been used to influence votes to procure the public 
printing, but they knew of uo improper influences having 
been resorted to; aud the last mentioned said he hud had 
no complicity w ith members ou that subject. 

Hon. J. B. Cook, of Iowa, was interrogated about hist 
knowledgeof any corrupt combinations with a view to pro- 
c:ire the pa.- -age oj bind bills; but he had uo iutormatiou 
uiion that subject. 

Robert MeCabe, of Iowa, was alike ignorant, and knew 
of no member of Congress who could be purchased by uny 
amountof money, whatever. 

L. M. Cross, of Nebraska, kuew nothing upon the sub- 
ject. 

Charles St. John Chubb, banker, of Washington, testi- 
fied that he was the agent or representative of a large hi- 
t-Test iu the California War bonds, but that no members 
of Congress were concerned with him iu this business, or 
something to that effect. 

Hon. William A. Gilbert, summoned at the request of 
the Hon. Mr. Welch, testified that Mr. Welch never said 
to him, under any circumstances, that he (Gilbert) should 
receive any la-cuniary consideration, or other benefit, it the 
resolution for the purchase of Triplett's book should be 
adopted. 

It will be remarked that Mr. James W. Simonton wasby 
the action of the House ordered intoc'.ose confinement for 
au alleged contempt of its authority; but after the passage 
of the hill more effectually to punish contempts, he was 
again produced before the committee, when Uie following 
question was propounded to him: 

"Has any member of die present Congress said to you 
that certain measures pending before Congress oueht to 
|wy, and that parties iuler -ted in them had the means to 
pay; that this individual n-Mided money, and desired you 
to arrange the matter iu such a way that if the measure 
1 tossed he should receive pecuniary compensation*" 

Mr. Simonton recognised this question as the one here- 
tofore put to liim, but iu different language, and proceeded 
to read from a paper In reply to it. lie said he had used 
phraseology which conveyed a meaning which he did Uot 
design to convey. 

Mr. Davis (of the committee), said this paper, thus pre- 
pared iu advance, was irregular. 

Mr. Simonton wanted to present it as a protest; but the 
BOtnnilttee declined to recehc it as such. 

After many ques'ious and answers, which were of a con- 
versational character, the committee desired a direct an- 
swer to the intern gatory first put. 

Mr. Sinioutou replied, as far a» he could judge, lm could 
not auswerthe question without explanation, aud without 
criminating himself. He therefore respectfully asked leave 
to consult his counsel, who was at haud, in regard to 
what was due to himself to do under thecircumstanccs. 

Mr. orr. You liav e seen the receut law passed by Con- 
gress 

Witness. I have. 

Mr. orr. In view of that law, do you swear that you 
apprehend that yeu cannot answer the question without 
criminating yourself* 

Witness. I do apprehend, notwithstanding the law, if I 
an-wer the questiuu without cxplauuttou, I may criminate 
myself. 

Mr. Orr. You can qualify in auy way yon please. 

The witness made a statemeut, and answered the ques- 
tion in the negative. 

By Mr. Davis. Has any member of the present Congress 
stated to j'ou that anybody interested in any measure be- 
lore Congress had the meaus to pay* 

Answer. I cannot state and have not intended to say 
heretofore, that any member has ever intimated to me any 
individual who had the means to pay under the circum- 
stances related . 

The examination continued during two hours and a half. 
Iu consequence of illness, the w itness retired. 

On a subsequent day, he appeared, when the following 
interrogatory was proposed: 

By the Committee. Have you b.-en solicted by any 
MMd of the present Congress, directly or iudirectly, to 
to make any arrangement by which the member was to 
receive any valuable consideration for his support of any 
measure during the present Congress? 

Witness. I cannot say under oath that I have, and nev- 
er have inteuded to be understood so to mean. 

Hou. O. B. Matteson. On the titli ot February, this 
gentleman addressed a communication (dated "National 
Hotel") to the committee, saying that he had been 
confined to bis room for the. most part of the last two 
days by the p>-evailiug epidemic, but during that 
time occasional rumors reached him that the ci tninit- 
tee had bwn engaged in a secret inquiry calculated 
to affect his personal honor and character as a representa- 
tive, whose rights and reputation are as dear to him as they 
could pos*ibly be to his peers. The inquiry, lie says, was 
prompted against him by bitter enemies iu bis district, 
who-- malignity baa been sharpened by successive defeat. 
Anonymous und unprincipled informers had combined to 
blast his character; aud he further saya that the meanest 
offender has a show of justice in a criminal court, while 
the ease with regard to the accused before the committee is 
different. He protests against the course pursued toward 
hiin.
